THE MANIPUR MASSACRE. 


IT WAS CAUSED BY THE RASHNESS OF COM- 
MISSIONER QUINTON. 

CALCUTTA, April 29.—Mrs. F. st. C. Grim- 
wood, wife of Mr. Grimwood, the late polit- 
ical agent of the British Government at 
Manipur, who was put to death at the same 
time that Chief Commissioner Quinton and 
his companions lost their lives, has ar- 
rived in the city. Mrs. Grimwood, 
in her recital of the story of the 
massacre charged thatthe disaster was due 
entirely to the rashness of the Chief Commis- 
sioner in refusing to be governed by the sen- 
sible advice which had been given him with 
reyard tothe negotiations then being con- 
ducted with the hill chiefs concerning the 
deposition of the objectionable Maharajah. 
Mrs. Grimwood declares that the British 
have little right to complain of the 
treachery of the Senaputte, who was invited 
by Quinton toattend the durbar forthe ex- 
press and single purpose of effecting his capt- 
ure unawares and placing him treacherously 
under arrest, without the bloodshed which the 
Commissioner-felt would follow an attempt to 
secure the person of the mountain chief. It 
appears from Mrs. Grimwood’s statement 
that the Senaputte in some way came to sus- 
pect Quinton’s intentions, and so declined to 
attendthe durbar. At the same time the 
wily Asiatic, instead of allowing himself to 
fall into the hands of his enemies, managed to 
draw the Chief Commissioner and his 
staff within his net. This done, he 
permitted his hililsmen to wreak their ven- 
geance upon the captives. Mrs. Grimwood’s 
story is generally accepted as correct, and 
has created a feeling of deep indignation 
among the people with regardto the appar- 
ent mismanagement of the whole unfortunate 
Manipur business. 


THE POPE’S ENCYCLICAL. 


IT I8 TO BE WITHHELD UNTIL AFTER THE FIRST 
OF MAY—8UBJECTS DISCUSSED. 


RomeE, April 29.—One of the dignitaries of 
the church, who has assisted in drawing up 
the coming .encyclical letter of Pope Leo 
XIII., sald yesterday that the letter was 
ready and would be published after the Ist of 
May, the translations into German, French 
and Italian being nearly finished. 

In this work, to which His Holiness has de- 
voted years of patient thought and study, 
will be a clear and judicious resume of the 
relations of the fundamental church doc- 
trines to the existing conditions of society. 

A rather wide range of subjects will be 
covered, Knights of Labor incidents, the dl- 
visions in church parties, the congress of 
Liege and the industrial questions will be 
liberally discussed.

The Man Known as “Frenchy No. 2,” 
Believed to Be Jack the Ripper. 


RUN DOWN TO-DAY BY THE POLICE IN 
JERSEY CITY. 


The Suspect’s Record—Once in Oustody 
for the Whitechapel Crimes—A Myste- 
rious Disappearance—Mrs. Martin Ac- 
quitted at Birmingham, Ala.—It Was 
Her Husband—Crimes of a Day. 


JERSEY Crry, N. J., April 29.—At noon to- 
day the police of this city arrested a man 
who is supposed to bean Algerian sailor and 
took him to police headquarters, Chief of 
Police Murphy said that thereisno doubt 
that the man is the one wanted by 
Inspector Byrnes of New York for the mur- 
Ger of Carrie Brown, allas ‘‘Shakespeare,’’ 
at the East River Hotel. Inspector Byrnes 
was notified of the arrest and was requested 
to send officers to Jersey City to identify the 
prisoner. The man arrested is 
known as Frenchy No. 2. He is 
a boss cattle driver on tramp cattle ships, 
and was arrested in London, England, and 
imprisoned several weexs, but the authorities 
there were unable to identify him as ‘‘ Jack 
the Ripper.’’ Heis a cousin of the man ar- 
rested in New York and known as ‘‘Frenchy, 
No. 1.°° 

A peculiarity ofthe case is the close re- 
sembiance in appearance and habits, as well 
as in name, ofthe two suspects now under 
arrest Known as ‘‘Frenchy.’’ As it happens 
neither is entitled to this cog- 
nomen, as both are Algerians and not 
Frenchmen, and neither has anything 
beyond a rudimentary knowledge of the 
French language. Frenchy No. 1, as he is 
known, because he was the first to be ar- 
rested,is a tall, slender man, exceedingly 
unattractive in appearance, witha phenome- 
naliy long neck, and of a dark com- 
plexion. This description would answer 
perfectly for Frenchy No. 2, with the excep- 
tion that he isa blonde and nota brunette. 
Both are habitues of Water street dives, and 
have always manifesteda strong predilec- 
tion for the society of females well stricken 
in years. Mary Miniter, the housekeeper of 
the hotel, states that the man seen with 
**Shakespeare’’ exactly resembled Frenchy 
No. 1, with the exception that he was ofa 
light complexion.

SLEEPY “BURKE” RELEASED. 


A Notorious Local Criminal to Be Taken to 
California for Reformation. 

**Sleepy’’ Burke was released from jail yes- 
tezxday and ieft last night for California. 
The intercession of his mother and 
sister secured for him an opportunity to 
begin again and bury the past, 
and with them he left the jail. 
His family is about to move 
to California and this morning Mrs. and Miss 
Burke called at the Four Courts and told 
Circuit Attorney Clover that they wished to 
take Burke with them. They did not want to 
leave him here, for they knew that left alone, 
no matter what the outcome of the case now 
pending against him should be, he would bea 
criminal all his life, and 
that if she took him 
to a new country where 
known he might do better, and perhaps re- 
cover himself. She made her plea and when 
she promised to take him out of the State it 
was granted. The case against him was con- 
tinued gemerally, and be wasreileased. He 
walked out of the jail carrying his bundle of 
clothes, and with his mother and sister left 
the building. The charge against him will be 
cropped forever unless he returns here and 
resumes his old habits. 

Burke was one of the best known inmates 
of the jall. He was arrested more than three 
years ago, charged with burglarizing a 
clothing store. He had his preliminary hear- 
ing, was indicted and committed to jail to 
await histrial. His escape followed and it 
was accomplished by a clever trick. For sev- 


ment, and after a short while it was openly 
said about the jail that Burke had lost his 
mind and was rapidiy becoming in- 
sane. The jail physician was summoned; 
he made an examination, but Burke played 
his part so well that the physician pro- 
nounced him insane, and he wassentto the 
City Hospital. He remained there about a 
week, still feigning insanity and decetving 
the medical staf of the hospital, 
but one morning when they ilooked 
for him he was gone. He had gotten 
out of the bullding and made 
his escape. ‘‘Sleepy’’ was mot heard of 
again fortwo years.

BLAIR WON’T SUIT. 


China’s Objections Presented by Its 
Representative at Washington. 


THE NEW MINISTER EN ROUTE TO THE 
FLOWERY KINGDOM. 


What He Says of the Roport That He Will 
Be Refused Recognitiorf—Has Received 
No Information From Secretary Blaine 
—Latest Craze of Society Ladies at the 
Capital 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—A press rep 
resentative this morning called at the Chi- 
nese legation here and had an interview 
with Minister Yen in regard to the declina- 
tion of his Government to receive Senator 
Blair asthe a@credited representative of the 
United States. Mr, Yen said through an 
interpreter that he had receive1 a cable- 
gram from th® Chinese foreign office which 
he was instructed to lay before 
Secretary Blaine without delay expressing 
the unwillingness of the Emperor to receive 
Mr. Blair. Other than this, Mr. Yen had re- 
ceived no instructions, written or otherwise, 
from his Government on the subject. The 
exact language of the cablegram, or whether 
the reasons for this action were given, Mr. 
Yen declined to ‘state. Personally, he hada 
very high opinion of Senator Blair. He bad 
met him several times and had always found 
him to be a very courteous gentleman. 

At the time Senator Blair was nominated as 
Minister to China, Mr. Yen was in Peru, to 
which Government he 1s also the representa- 
tive of China, and did not return to the United 
States until early inthe present month. He 
had never had oceasion to ascertain what 
had been Senator Blair’s attitude toward 
China or the Chinese residents in this 
country,and not until his return had the 
Senator’s utterances on the Chinese question, 
as reported in the Congressional Record, been 
brought to his attention. The Minister 
conveyed the impression that he had simply 
Stated facts to his government and aside 
from that had not sought to influence its de- 
cision either favorably tothe Senator or un- 
favorably. 

This action ofthe Chinese authorities has 
not created the least excitement here, as it 
had been anticipated by many from the first. 
The proceeding is not a very unusual one and 
cannot be construed as indicating an un- 
friendly feeling towards this government. 

WHAT SENATOR BLAIR SAYS. 

CHICAGO, April 2.—Senator Blair arrived 
atthe Auditorium Hotel this morning. He 
knows nothing whatever regarding the action 
ofthe Chinese Government in declining to 
receive him as Minister to Pekin beyond what 
was published in this city in this 
morning papers, as coming from Washing- 
ton. He manifested littie interest in discuss- 
the matter and said that he was on his way 
to China and intended to gothere unless his 
instructions were revoked by the State De- 
partment, from which, however, he ;had no 
advices up to noon to-day. He 
says that it is of little conse - 
quence to him what shape the developments 
may take, that he does not care whether he 
goes to China or remains in this country, but 
that he proposes to carry out his instructions 
and continue on bis journey un- 
less officially instructed to the con- 
trary. Soon after his arrival he made 
arrangements for railroad transportation to 
San Francisco, and will continue his journey 
to that point to-morrow morning. He says 
it would not be proper for him to communl- 
cate with the State Department concerning 
to-day’s publications, but that if Secretary 
Blaine has any advices for him they will no 
doubt be forwarded in proper season.

THE LATEST FAD OF WASHINGTON SOCIETY DE- 
VOTERS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 2.—A woman’s 
club is the latest institution that the society 
ladies of the capital have set going. It is 
called the Washington Club, and has just 
opened a fine suite of roomsat the Hotel Rich- 
mond. 

The ladies say that they have modeled the 
constitution after the most successful of 
similar organizations of men’s clubs. The 
most stringent of the rules applies, of course, 
to future applicatious for membership. Asa 
member has said: ‘‘Without being captious, 
weare goingto be safe, that each lady may 
feel that she is always among ladies while in 
the club rooms.’’ 

A candidate is proposed by a permanent 
member, seconded by another and the entire 
Board of Governors elects to membership. 
The Board of Governors will have when com- 
pleted, fifteen members.

Is IT A BOYCOTT?, 


The Combination of Iron Men Against the 
Carnegie Mills. 

New York«, April 29.—Itis stated here that 

there is war in the iron trade and the story 


runs thus: 

The fight is to be made against Andrew 
Carnegie and his associates and the opposi- 
tion to him will be directed through the 
house of J. B. & J. M. Cornell and other New 
York iron manufacturers allied with them. 
The Carnegie associations do not make any 
cast-iron, andasthe girders in Dulldings are 
usually of cast-iron Mr. Carnegie has to give 
out contracts for all the girders he requires. 
Instead, however, of contracting with per- 
sons building, Mr. Carnegie’s agents make 
what are known as direct contracts. 

The result of this is that only such cast tron 
firms as Mr. A. RK. Whitney, the agent of An- 
drew Carnegie,are considered in a position to 
do the work satisfactorily, and get the 
preference over all others. Last week a 
meeting attended by the representatives of 
the firm ofJ. B. &J.M. Cornell and others 
was held to formulate a boycott against Mr. 
Carnegie and yesterday the matter was free- 
ly discussed by prominent iron men. Mr.A. 
R. Whitney said that he had just spoken with 
Messrs. Carnegie and Phipps of Pittsburg In 
relation tothe matter, assuring them that 
they had nothingto fear from the combine 
whatever. ‘‘Wehave made ita rule tocon- 
tract directly with propr‘etors instead of 
taking their orders for iron indirectly through 
contractors. Wecan getas much cast iron 
as we require and no such boycott as this 
can injure us in the least.’’ 

Mr. W. 8S. Baldwin of the Pennsylvania 
Steel Co. said he could not see how sucha 
boycott could succeed. He had not beep ap- 
proached on the matter by any of the iron 
men, nor did he intend being anything more 
than a friendly competitor of Mr. Carnegie in 
steel rails. The reverse side of the story from 
the gide of the iron men in the city whoare 
opposing the mills, was learned from Mr. H. 
W. McCord of Post & McCord. Mr. Ford, who 
was present at the meeting, denied that the 
movement is directed at Mr. Carnegie or any 
other party. He said after the meeting a cir- 
cular letter was sent toall mills impartially, 
protesting against trading directly with own- 
ers or builders, 

‘*We do not believe,’ said he, ‘‘in letting 
our business slide out of our hands in that 
way. Wewant tomake the contracts our- 
selves, furnish the material ourselves, and do 
the selling of it ourselves. We are not in- 
timidating the mills, and weare inno sense 
employing boycotting methods. We are 
simply protesting. If the mills av not follow 
our suggestions, we will take no measure 
through strikes or anything else to bring them 
to terms.’’ 

Mr. McCord added, however, that as faras 
he was concerned he should dono work with 
the material furnished to owners by direct 
contract with the mills. The inference is 
thatall the iron men represented at the 
meeting will follow the same course. 


GROWING CROP. 
Improvement in the Condition of the 
Winter Wheat Plant. 

CriIcaco, Ul., April 20.—The Farmers’ Review 
this week will say: ‘‘Since our report of 
April, based on returns made during March, 
there has been a great change in the condl- 
tion of winter wheat. In all the States cov- 
ered by our inquiry the recent rains have 
materially advanced the prospects of the 
crop. This improvement has averaged, 742 
percent on all the States, Kansas showing 
the least gain and Illinois the greatest. 

In lilinois the warm rains have improved 
the prospects 17 per cent, estimating on an 
average crop. In many sections no spring 
wheat is sown, but in those counties where it 
is grown seeding is well along, except in 
some Of the more northern counties. 

Returns from fifty counties in Indiana show 
a gain of 2 percentinthe State. Seeding of 
spring wheat is well advanced. Ohio shows 
a gain of 7 per cent on condition, reports be- 
ing received from sixty-one correspondents. 
Very little spring wheat is sown inthe State, 
and that little is nearly all seeded. Michigan 
nearly keeps pace with Ohio, showinga gain 
of 7 per cent. The work of seeding spring 
wheat not yet begun atthe time of. this re- 
port. Michigan shows a gain of 
1 06 pper4u(cent, «4 no) 86 6spring wheat of 
consequence is sown in the State. The im- 
provement in Wisconsin in the last thirty 
days amounts to 4percent. The sowing of 
spring wheat is not yet begun, exceptina 
few localities. A gain of 10 per cent is re- 
ported from lowa, three correspondents re- 
porting any loss from winter Killing. The 
seeding of spring wheat is in various stages. 
Missouri has gained 8 per .centin condition. 
From two counties come flattering reports of 
the prospects of an immense crop. Nine 
counties report a loss during the season 
of 8 per cent on an average, 
most of this being due to the 
Hessian fly. From fifty-one correspondents 
in Kansas gratifying reports are received. 
Several counties reporta lossof 7 per cent 
from the fiy, from the dirt blowing off and 
leaving the seed bare and from other causes. 

The seeding of spring wheat is progressing 
finely, but very little is sown. 

From the reports of our correspondents we 
summarize by States the percentage of con- 
dition compared with an average as follows: 
Illinots, 103 percent; Indiana, 6; Obio, 1; 
Michigan, #; Kentucky, #; Wisconsin, 9; 
lowa, %; Missouri, 06; Kansas, 6.

A Dramatic Incident at the Close of the 
Millington Trial. 


THE PROSECUTION CHARGED BY THE DE- 
FENSE WITH JURY-BRIBING. 


Affidavits Offered in Court in Support of 
the Accusation—An Investigation De- 
manded—The Story ofthe Avery Poi- 
soning and Testimony Brought Out in 
the Trial. 


DENVER, Colo., April 20.—There was a 
dramatic incident in the famous Millington 
murder trial this morning. Mr. Patterson in 
closing for the defense last, night charged 
that a juror had been bribed. Judge Ballard 
forthe prosecution demanded an investiga. 
tion this morning. 

‘Tam willing to meet you on any ground,’’ 
said Mr. Patterson, ‘‘I have in my possession 
affidavits that will support the charge.’’ 

**That ig a vile calumny,’’ shouted Judge 
Ballard. 

Judge Downer here interposed and said there 
was no occasion for an investigation. The 
case was given tothe jury this afternoon. 

This case has been the longest and by far 
the most famous that has ever taken place in 
Colorado. An immense amount of conflicting 
testimony has been taken, and charges and 
countercharges of perjury have been freely 
made. The story of the case is as follows: 
It is charged that Mrs. W. H. Avery, who 
with her husband had been a resident of Fort 
Collins, had, over a year before Avery's 
death, met Frank Millington of Denver and 
that a strong affection sprang up between the 
two, which rapidly ripened into an improper 
intimacy. Ofthis, Avery was for a long time 
unsuspicious, but it is alleged that during 
the early part of 190 he became convinced 
that something was wrong, and-took his wife 
to the East to remove her from Millington’s 
influence. Shortly after his return to Fort 
Collins with his wife Avery was taken sick, 
and for some time his life was in danger. 
He recovered, but this sickness was followed 
by another, and finally by the third and fatal 
attack, which carried him off in June. 
Twelve days later Millington married Mrs. © 
Avery and the pair took up their residence tn 
Denver. The suspicions of Rev. Geo. P. 
Avery, the brother of the dead man, were 
aroused, and after investigating the case 
and listening to the gossip current 
at Fort Collins he had the. body 
exhumed and submitted to a medical ex- 
amination. This examination revealed the 
fact that the stomach contained arsenic. 
Sufficient evidence was collected to induce 
the Grand-jury to find An indictment against 
Mrs. Avery for murder. When the trial 
commenced a great number of witnesses 
were summoned on each side. Verdie Cun- 
ningham,a@ servant of Mrs. Avery, testified 
tohaving seen her mistress and Millington 
in compromising situations on more than one 
occasion. She also stated that frequentiy 
Mrs. Avery had referred to her husband's 
death as an event MHikely to occur 
in the immediate future. Mary Dwyer also 
testified as tc the relations between Mrs. 
Avery and Millington. Shortly before Avery's 
death, Dillie Millington, a sister of Frank 
Millington, appeared at Fort Collins in dis- 
guise and had a comference with Mrs. Avery. 
A day ortwo after her arrival Avery was 
taken sick. Miss Millington telegraphed to 
her brother, ‘‘Old Hundred dangerously il).’* 
The testimony of Verdie Cunningham was the 
most interesting and sensational of any pre- 
sented. She was apparently on terms of 
intimacy with Mrs. Avery very uncom- 
mon between a servant and employer. 
She related conversations in which Mrs. 
Avery had not only spoken in tones of scorn 
and contempt of her husband, but also mant!- 
fested her affection for Millington tn the most 
unmistakable manner. Owing to her pro- 
clivities for gossip, Verdie Cunningham wag 
discharged by Mrs. Avery, but after her mar- 
riage with Millington she offered to employ 
her again, which offer was declined. In her 
testimony Mrs. Avery admitted that she 
loved Millington, but denied that there had 
ever existed any improper intimacy. She 
Stated that she had been very cruelly 
treated by her husband, who was brutal 
and penurious in his habits, and 
that she had consulted Millington in refer. 
ence to procuring a divorce, which would 
have been applied forhad Avery survived. 
The testimony of Verdie Cunningham wag 
fiatiy contradicted in all essential par- 
ticulars, and Pearl Avery, the 15-year-old 
daughter, gave evidence corroborating her 
account of cruel treatment on the part of 
Avery. In reference to her marriage with 
Millington Mrs. Avery said that her former 
husband's family had treated her with great 
coldness, andthat on the advice of Dr Hall 
she had married Millington within 
less than two weeks after her 
husband’s death. The physicians who 
made the analysis showing the presence of 
poison, were severely attacked by the de- 
fense. Altogether the trial ranks as the 
cause celebdre of Colorado.

Twenty Acres of Territory Swept by 
Fire in Chattanooga. 


RAILWAY FREIGHT DEPOT AND ITS 
CONTENTS DESTROYED. 


The Fire Broke Out at 3 A.M. and Raged 
Until 7 O’Clock—Some of the Valuable 
Buildings Burned—Disastrous Confla- 
gration ina London Suburb—The Fire 


Record. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 29.—There was 
@ terrible conflagration here this morning. 
The loss is fully a quarter of a million dollars. 
Insurance over $150,000. The fire commenced 
at#a.m., in Campbell’s furniture factory on 
King street. The fire soon got beyond con- 
trol of the fire department, and rapidly took 
in everything in the near neighborhood. It 
was 7a. m. before the fames were under con- 
trol, and the field of destruction covered 
twenty acres. The loss is about as follows: 

Campbell & Co. furniture factory, ioss, $75, 
000; insurance about $0,000. G. G. Lilly, two- 
story brick, just completed, not occupied, 
loss $10,000. Peak’s warehouse, loss, $15,000; 
insurance, $13,000. The East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia & Georgia Rallroad Co., freight depot, 
complete loss on building, about $25,000; con- 
tents estimated at $25,000. There were also 
about seventy-five freight cars destroyed, 
about fifty of them being filled with miscel- 
laneous freight. The loss on the 
destruction of these cars will not 
fall short of $75,000, making a 
total loss to the railroad company of about 
$125,000. The amount of insurance is not 
known. There were several small buildings 
destroyed which may aggregate $10,000 in 
loss. By heroic efforts, the new Mount- 
ain City Flouring Mill, just completed ata 
cost of nearly $200,000, was saved from the 
flames. The Morrison Lumber Co. incurred 
only a small loss on account of the destruc- 
tion of some lumber in the yard. A large 
quantity of lumber in the vicinity ofthe East 
Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia depot was des- 
troyed. 

The fire raged furiously for four hours. 
Several carloads of combustibles were 
burned, among others a carload of fire- 
works, creating a panic in the crowd witness- 
ing and working about the fire. The three 
fire engines of the Fire Department were of 
little use, owing to the great fleid covered. 

While this fire was raging in its greatest 
fury another broke outon East Montgomery 
avenue near the Grand View Hotel, and a 
two-story brick and eight frame cottages 
were destroyed, involving a loss of about 
$20,000, fully covered by insurance. The Fire 
Department sent a few reels of hose to this 
fire and volunteers managed the hose lines 
and finally got the fire undercontrol. The 
property burned belonged to W. L. Wilholte. 


TWENTY-FOUR DWELLINGS BURNED. 

CATSKILL, N. Y., April 29.—Twenty-four 
frame dwelling houses in the village of Leeds 
were burned yesterday. The heaviest loser 
is ex-Judge Hilton of New York, owner of the 
greater part of the village. His property 
burned included the office buflding, the 
lower woolen mill and fourteen dwellings, 
comprising thirty-fivVe'tenements, nearly all 
vacant, asthe two milisat Leedsowned by 
Judge Hilton have been stiut down since 1881, 
Loss, $40,000; partially insured. The village 
has no fire apparatus. 


FIFTEEN HORSES PERISH. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 29.—The large 
barns on the farm of Henry Barrows, located 
on the Brookville Pike, near Irvington, 
were burned early this morning. Fifteen 
fine horses, a number of vehicles and a large 
amount of machinery were also destroyed. It 
is supposed to have been the work of incendl- 
aries. The loss is not known, 


A COUNTRY HOME DESTROYED. 
BALTIMORE, Md., April 29.—Ingelside, the 
country home of Mr.B.N. Baker of the Baker- 
Whitley Co. was destroyed by fire last night. 
The loss will be in the neighborhood of $50,- 
000, partially insured. 


IN A LONDON SUBURB, 


A TENEMENT DISTRICT SWEPT BY FIRE—NAR- 
ROW ESCAPES. 

Lorpows, April 20.—An extensive and dis- 
astrous fire occurred here early this morning 
at M. C. Duffy & Sons’ lumber yards at Ber- 
mondsey, a southeastern suburb of this city. 
The lumber yards were surrounded by a 
number of tenement houses occupied by some 
of the poorest families of Bermondsey ,nearly 
allof whom were utterly unin sured. When 
the fire broke out there was wild commotion 
and dismay among these poor people who saw 
t hemselves in danger of losing everything 
by the conflagration and many most exciting 
scenes were witnessed.

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TRIAL OF CASEY’S SLAYER. 


Plenty Horse Before a Jury Charged With 
Murder. 

Sioux Fats, 8. D., April 29.—The trial of 
Tosunke-o-ta, or Plenty Horse, as his name 
is generally given, this being the English 
equivalent of his Sioux appellation, for the 
murder of Lieut. E. W. Casey on the after- 
noon of Jan.7, is exciting intense interest 
her®. A jury has finally been secured, and 
there seems no reason why the trial should 
not progress rapidiy. Lieut. Casey, it will be 
remembered, was killed during the late 
Sioux revolt, while engaged in reconnoitering 
the camp of the hostiles. He had organized 
the most efficient company of Cheyenne 
scouts that had ever co-operated with the 
army, and was endeavoring to ascertain the 
exact position of the Sioux. Casey rode out 
before his command and held a conference 
with several Brule sentinels. He was warned 
not to go further, but on promising not to 
advance beyond the top of a neighboring hill, 
was allowed to proceed undera promise of 
protection. Plenty Horse, who is a graduate 
of the Carlisle School, was hidden behind a 
rock and, after Casey had ridden past him, 
took careful aim and fired on him. The 
bullet penetrated the back of the head 
and Casey fell dead from his _ horse. 
After the suppression of the outbreak a de- 
mand was made upon the Brule chiefs for the 
surrender of Casey’s murderer. At first this 
was refused, but finally it was acceded to and 
Plenty Horse was delivered to the United 
States Marshal at Sioux Falls. He admits the 
Killing and all the attendant circumstances, 
but contends it was not murder, asa state of 
war existed at the time and he regarded 
Casey as a spy within the Sioux lines. The 
general impression is that a verdict of guilty 
will be rendered.

A NEW FIELD OPENED. 


Heavy Shipments of Cotton From Ala- 
bama to St. Louis. 

A telegram was received from Chattanooga 
this morning, stating that the steamer Her- 
bert, which has recently been placed on the 
line between St. Louis and points on the 
Upper Tennessee River, would soon leave for 
this city, laden with between 250 and 300 bales 
of cotton. This will be the second shipment

Louls, inspite of its greater distance from 
the territory in question, are such asto en 
able shippers to eave from $%to$il on each 
$100, and the prices for goods required along 
the Upper Tennessee are such as admit ofa 
still greater saving on the return freight. So 
promising has been the opening of the traffic 
along the new route that two, and possibly 
three steamers will be built and placed on 
the line. The money for their construction 
has been largely subscribed in Chattanooga, 
but St. Louls capitalists will also hold a con- 
siderable proportion of the stock.

Jobn T. Hill went to the war with the 
Eleventh New Jersey Volunteers as Captain, 
and was subsequently made a Major for 
bravery. He was discharged for disability 
in 1864 and became a clerk in the Park Bank of 
New York. He became paying teller of the 
Ninth National. In succession he was 
cashier, Vice-President and President, which 
last office he held for seventeen years. 

In the fall of 1984 his brother, Chas. 8. Hill, 
was drawn into speculation in New York. He 
lost a great deal of money and stole the secu- 
rities of the National Bank of New Jersey to 
cover his losses. He also had in his possession 
securities belonging to Miss Eliza Dayton, a 
wealthy maiden aunt of his brother John’s 
wife. The facts about the Dayton securities 
never Came to light, for the family settled the 
matter among themselves. As to the 
bank’s affairs the directors were in the 
habit of glancing at the batch of collaterals 
which the Cashier piled before them every 
month without taking the trouble to open 
themand examine them. One day anew 
Director was elected who told Charles 8. Hill 
he would call around the next day to exam- 
ine the securities in the pank’s vaults. It 
was on Sept. 8. On Sept. 4 Charles Hill was 
found dead in his room, having turned on 
the gas to commit suicide. 

On Sept. 8 Mahlen Runyan, the President of 
the bank, killed himself by cutting an artery 
in his wrist witha pen knife. An examina- 
tion of the bank’s accounts showed that the 
Cashier had stolen $6,000. John T. Hill, his 
brother, made good $5,000, for which amount 
he had signed a bond. The rest was never 
returned. 


BUSINESS GOING ON AS USUAL. 

Business was transacted as usual this 
morning at the bank and there was nothing 
to indicate its loss of $400,000. The receiving 
teller was Kept busy all the time. He said 
that the amount of deposits was up to the 
average. This forenoon he sent $900,000 to 
the clearing-house. No ioans have been 
called in and everything is going on as 
usual. Cashier Nazro said: ‘‘There is noth- 
ing new this morning.

Some of the Boss Builders Will Concede 
the Men’s Demands. 


forty-five 


A SECRET MEETING AT WHICH MOST IM- 
PORTANT ACTION WAS TAKEN. 


Firms Who Will Pay 40 Cents an Hour 
After May 1—Whatthe Members of the 
Master Builders’ Association Think of 
the Unaffiliating Bosses’ Action—Car- 
penters’ Council Meeting. 


The sensation of the day in labor circles is 
the decision of the unaffiliating boss carpen- 
ters not to fight the carpenters’ and joiners’ 
demands. This leaves the Master Bullders’ 
Association alone in the fight, with the mem.- 
bers not very enthusiastic. The firm of Gus- 
sey & Roemers have notified their men 
that they will concede every demand 
made, and asked that the men come back to 
work as soon after May 1 as possible. This 
action has been followed by numerous other 
employers, including!I. M. Kays and several 
others, whose names cannot be learned. 

According to what is said a meeting of the 
master Dullders who are not connected with 
the association was held afew days ago, at 
which it was decided to give the men what is 
asked, thereby refusing to act with the as- 
sociation. The meeting, which was held only 
a day or two azo, concluded to keep 
the action a secret from the public until 
May 1, when the members of the association 
were to have been surprised by hearing that 
the other builders would most probably be 
able to proceed with their work on Monday 
next with only two days’ loss of time. 

MR. ROEMERS®S TALKS. 

This morning Mr. Roemers of the firm of 
Gussey & Roemers, contractors, was seen at 
his office on Chestnut street and in answer to 
questions said 

‘“*Yes, a meeting of a number of bosses was 
held a few days ago, at which it was decided 
to pay the men # cents after Friday, at 
which there was quite a number of gentiemen 
present. The Carpenters’ Council have re- 
Ccelved our proposition, and we have assur- 
ances that our men will be allowed to re- 
turn to work as s00n as possible, and not 
later than Monday. It is false to assume that 
we propose to organizea rival Master Bullders 
Association, asit would only serve to com 
plicate matters worse than they are ‘at 
present. But after meeting and talking 
over the matter we come to the conclusion 
that the men were entitied to what they ask, 
andjbecause we do not desire to have astrike, 
it was thought best to yield without question. 
as the demand for workmen to-day is greater 
than the supply.’’ 

Mr. Roemers eaid that while he was willing 
to have it Known that he intended to sign the 
new scaie he wouid not divulge the names of 
those who participated in the meeting, as his 
agreement with the others was to say 
nothing, merely trea 
settiement. ‘‘it was an informa!

Jubilee Preparations. 


There will be a meeting late this afternoon 
in the Diocesan Library, adjoining St. John’s 
Catholic Church, at Sixteenth and Chestnut 
streets, of the Catholic clergy of the 
diocese. The object. of the meeting 
is to organize the clergy and begin prepara- 
tions fora fitting celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the consecration of Arch- 
bishop Kenrick as a bishop. He will cele- 
brate his golden jubilee Nov. 30. There 
are over two hundred Catholic priestsin the 
diocese of St, Louis, which extends 
from Iowa to Arkansas and from the Missis- 
sippl River toa line almost in the center of 
the State. Notices were sent to every priest 
In the diocese last week, and fully 100 are ex- 
pected at the meeting. Vicar-General 
brady will eall the gathering to order, 
and after he has stated the objects of 
of the meeting a chairman and secretary 
will be chosen. It is thought an executive 
committee of priests, about fifteen or twenty, 
will be appointed to have sole charge of all 
arrangements for the celebration, which 
now promises to be an event in_ the 
history of the country. Archbishop 
Kenrick ts the first bishop in the New World 
who has served the church in that capacity 
for fifty years. Pope Leo XIII. has celebrated 
his golden jubilee and among the great lights 
of the Catholic Church who have labored for 
like periods are mentioned St. Pat- 
rick and Archbishop John McHale 
of Tuam, Ireland. In preparing 
for this event Archbishop Kenrick has not 
been consulted, as itis known he would op- 
pose the movement, but his friends in the 
church, the bishops and clergy and his non- 
Catholic friends are determined to make the 
event memorable by a week’s festivity. Car- 
dinal Gibbons will attend the ser- 
vices to be held in this clty 
atthe timeand Archbishop Ryan of Phila- 
delphia will preach the sermon. The largest 
church in the city willnot hold the bishops 
and clergy of the eountry who will attend 
the services on the jubilee day, Nov. 30, and 
the laity will not be able to witness the cere- 
mony. For that reason the celebration 
will be extended to one ‘Week as 
societies and citizens of various 
nationalities request that a day be set apart 
in the week forthem alone. The Executive 
Committee of priests will appoint sub-com- 
mittees on churches and parishes, on enter- 
taining and receiving visitors, on organizing 
laymen, and n placing socletieso for the pro- 
cessions which are spoken of. The laymen 
of the Catholic Church and non-Catholics 
who are to take partin the celebration will 
be placed on the committees as soon as the 
organization of the committee on arrange- 
ments is completed,

All the committees appointed to arrange 
for the great Sunday-school May Festival 
which will be held on May 23, are vigorously 
working to make this the greatest possibie 
success. 

The special feature this year, outside of the 
great chorus, is tobe the panorama of na- 
tions. This matter isin the hands of Isaac 
H. Orr; he is working diligently to get a 
large number of schools to participate. The 
assignments so far made are: China, tothe 
Chinese Sunday-school First Christian 
Church; Japan to the Sunday-school West 
Presbyterian Church; India, Bethel Mission 
Sunday-school; Egypt, to First United Pres. 
byterian Sunday-school; Africa, the Central 
Baptist and St. Paul’s A. M. E. Sunday- 
schools; Brazil, to Carondelet Presbyterian 
Sunday-school; Burmah, to Second Baptist 
Sunday-school; Cuba, Third Baptist Bunday- 
school; American Indians, Third Coftgrega.- 
tional Sunday-school; Alaska, Church of the 
Redeemer Sunday-school; Greenland, Sst.

The driver sprang quickly to the 
ground and threw open the carriage door. 
From the carriage stepped John L. Sullivan. 
Three sheets in the wind and the fourth 
flapping would, itis said, nautically describe 
the eminent actor’s alcoholic condition. His 
manly face was flushed and his step was just 
a trifle unsteady. He swaggered into the 
store and growled out: 

**] want to buy an umbrella. 
Sullivan.’’ 

Two clerks advanced to wait on him. One 
of them apparently offended John L.’s sense 
of the. beautiful, for the great ‘‘slugger’’ 
looked contemptuousliy at him and =~said 
frankly: 

**You’re the —— —— ugliest — — — Il 
ever saw! Why don’t you be pretty like 
me?’’ a 

The young man made some laughing reply 
to the delicate little joke, and John L, shook 
hands with him as compensation for his 
lack of personal charms, and then bought 
two silver-handied umbrellas, paying $27 for 
the pair. 

**One’s for my girl,’”’ he remarked tenderly 
tothe clerk. Just then his eye caucht sight 
of the colored porter of the establishment 
behind a counter. 

‘*You — — black — —~—— —.,’’ the 
champion roared. ‘‘Getoutof that! Move, 
Isay!’’ 

And the porter moved. John L. continued 
this pleasant line of conduct for several 
minutes, and the air was blue with pro- 
fanity. In the store sat Mrs. T. B. Boyd, 
wife of the proprietor, a lady well known 
in St. Louis soclety, who was waiting to ac- 
company her husband home. It Was un- 
pleasant forher, but John L. didn’t mind 
that. The clerks who saw him state that he 
was plainly intoxicated, which may account 
for hisconduct. They are not anxious to 
secure the champion’s custom at Boyd’s.° 

Twice yesterday John L. visited Scott’s 
saloon, onthe corner of Seventh and Olive 
streets. To-day several of the men about 
town are boasting that they have grasped 
the hand of Sullivan. 

The first visit was made during the after- 
noon when he wascomparatively fresh. He 
met Ed Cuthbert, the ex-base Dall player, 
and was so delighted at meeting ‘‘Ed’’ that 
for old times’ sake he presented Mr. Cuthbert 
with a little souvenir in the shape of $200. 
The second visit is surrounded with a 
fiavor of mint and distilled drinks, 
and some of the accounts are 
rather misty. Sullivan was the center of an 
admiring circle of friends. In some way the 
Slavin story came up, and, after some talk- 
ing, Sullivan pulled out a wad of bills as big 
as his biceps and threw it out on the floor, 

‘*There’s my stuff that says I can lick 
Slavin right now. He’s gotno business fol- 
lowing me around the country making 
bluffs.’’ 

The wad was restored and the testimony of 
those who are pretty quick at sizing up a 
man’s plle estimated that it contained seyv- 
eral thousand dollars.

THE BARNABY CASE.

Dr. Graves Gives an Account of His 
Trip West. 


HE SAYS HE STOPPED OFF TO VISIT 
RELATIVES. 


Mrs. Barnaby’s Lawyer Engaged by 
Her Confidential Adviser to Look 
After His Interests in the Case—De- 
velopments at Denver—Investigating 
at Boston. 


DENVER, Apri! 29.—Nothing helping to clear 
up the Barnaby mystery has developed here. 
Should the poisoner be brought to justice he 
will be tried in Denver, and matters will be 
found to be legally in bad shape. 

Mr. I. N. Rogers, instead of Coroner Wal- 
ley, the proper custodian, has possession of 
the viscera of the deceased woman ; and Prof. 
Sewall still retains possession of the bottle of 
liquid which, itis claimed, was sent from 
Boston and contained arsenic. 

On all sides the conduct of Coroner Walley, 
in absolutely failing todo anything inthe 
case, is condemned. He permitted under- 
takers, physicians, chemists and outsiders to 
keep secreta probable murder and failed to 
even hold an inquest. Should a prosecution 
now be instituted there is not a line of record 
in Arapahoe County on which to base pro- 
ceedings. 

Dr. Bonesteel, the family physician of the 
Worrells, to whom Mrs. Barnaby’s case was 
turned over, also stands in the way of clear- 
ing upthe mystery now. He gave a certifi- 
Cate of death from congestion of the lungs, 
and says that while he believes it was caused 
by arsenical poisoning he is not prepared to 
swear to it. 

Concerning the failure to hold an inquest in 
a case of probable murder, Dr. Bonesteel 
when seen said: 

‘*It was not our fault, it was the Coroner’s 
fault. Wewentto him, explained what we 
knew about the case, and asked him to hold 
an inquest. After listening to us and to Mr. 
Worrell’s wish for secrecy, he said: ‘Well, go 
ahead and hold your autopsy; remove the 
viscera, sealit up securely, and then, when- 
ever her friends wish the inquest we can hold 
it. The notes of the autopsy and the analysis 
of the viscera will be sufficient.’ Thatis the 
cause of no inquest being held.’’ 

Ifthe whole case had been planned to de- 
feat an official investigation it could not have 
been more successfully done. 

PROVIDENCE, R.I., Apiil 29.—Mrs. Joseph- 
ine Barnaby’s murder by poison sent her as 
whisky by some unknown person from Bos- 
is the sensation of this place—the home 
of the Barnabys. 

Dr. T. Thatcher Graves, physician, custo- 
dian of the will, confidential adviser and 
supposed legatee to the extent of $50,000 of 
Mrs. Josephine Barnaby, who was polsoned 
at Denver on the 19th inst. by NHquor marked 
‘*Fine Whisky,’’ and sent her from Boston 
by some unknown friend, has returned to his 
home on Benefit avenue. He is annoyed at 
the connection of his name with the case,and 
protests his innocence of any complicity inthe 
wealthy woman’s death. Dr. Graves is a 
reputable physician and enjoys the confi- 
dence of his neighbors in Providence. Helis 
sensible, however, of the fact that he natur- 
ally comes in for considerable attention in 
this mystery. He is quoted as having ad- 
mitted that he started for Denver after hear 
ing of Mrs. Barnaby’s death; that he paid 
two social visits on his way West—one to an 
uncle at Sterling, ll., and one at Cedar Rap- 
ids, Io., and that he missed one train West 
delaying him at a time when expedition 
would naturally be expected. 

J. B. Barnaby’s independent business 
career covered a period of nearly forty years, 
during which he amassed a large fortune, the 
basis of which was acquired on government 
contracts during the war of the rebellion. 

At the time of his death the firm of J. B. 
Barnaby occupied the major part of the 
largest business block in the city, and he has 
also established branch stores in various 
parts of New England and in Kansas City, 
Mo, 

He organized the Gentlemen’s Driving 
Club, which purchased Narragansett Park, 
one of the best appointed race tracks in the 
country, formerly owned by the Spragues, 
and at one time broke the double team rec- 
ord during the grand circuit with trotter and 
running mate. 

His domestic life was marred by occasional 
storms, which culminated in comparative 
estrangement in later years. Mrs. Barnaby 
was formerly a royal looking woman, pos- 
sessed of Intelligence and breeding superiorjto 
her husband, and naturally independent and 
self-willed. She was the victim of a stroke of 
paralysis some years ago, which affected her 
side and occasioned a slight lameness. After 
the death of her husband the daughters to 
whom the residence was bequeathed mani- 
fested their dislike and eventually she was 
dislodged and found refuge with friends. 

So faras is known the relations between 
Mrs. Barnaby and Dr. Graves were not es- 
pecially intimate or confidential, and after 
Mr. Barnaby’s death, Dr. Graves came to 
this city a few years ago and rdsides on Ben- 
efit street, one of the most fashionable 
avenues on the aristocratic Hast Side. He 
lives in good style and has a pretty and 
accomplished wife, who moves in the best 
society. He hasa brilliant war record, has 
been Medical Director in the Rnode Island 
Department, G. A. R., but is not connected 
with either of the leading medical societies 
owing to his ineligibility occasioned by pro- 
fessional advertising. 

His employment by Mrs. Barnaby as her 
confidential adviser was not generally known. 
It is said he interested himself vigorously in 
the suit brought by Mrs. Barnaby to recover 
her rights in the estate and otherwise mani- 
fested his sympathy and devotion to her. 

Col. Henry B. Winship, the junior partner 
in the firm, whois executor of the estate and 
guardian of Miss Maude Barnaby, at present 
in Europe, when asked if it was possible that 
a discharged Boston dressmaker, who had 
circulated stories derogatory to the character 
of Mrs. Conrad previous to her marriage, 
might have been the principal or accessory to 
the deed, he replied that he did not believe 
it, but thought that the motive might pos- 
sibly be that of cupidity on the part of some 
person who would be benefited by her will 
outside of the immediate family. 

The fact that the letter was postmarked 
Boston gave rise to the suspecion that the 
agent who forwarded the poison belonged 
there, but at the same time some accomplice 
or the principal could readily have such a 
letter posted in Boston and not reside there. 
It was a mystery, however, that would be 
probed to the bottom if it took him the rest 
of his life. 

POLICE WORKING AT BOSTON. 

Boston, April 29.—The police are working 
on the only clew tothe mystery of Mrs. J. B. 
Barnaby’s death at Denver on the 19th inst.— 
the wrappers stamped ‘‘Boston,’’ in which 
the poisoned liquor was senttoher. It was 
received there early in April, with the note 
‘*from friends in the woods,’’ but she did 
not drink of it until the isth inst. 
Dr. T. Thatcher Graves was visited on Mon- 
day at Providenceand the result reported to 
the friends of the dead woman,who are push- 
ing the investigation of her murder. The 
published report of that interview is tothe 
following effect: Hesaid that he is satisfied 
it wasa premeditated murder, but that he 
knew nothing about the crime himself; cer- 
tainly he did not commit itas has been im- 
plied in the newspapers. He had every rea- 
son to wish Mrs. Barnaby to live, since she 


paid him a very liberal salary. He left Provi- 


knowing Mrs. 
Barnaby was dead, considering it his 
duty as her agent, but did not 
notify any of her relatives or friends in Prov- 
idence. He wentto Chicago, then down to 
Sterling, lll., to visitan uncle he had not 
seen for thirty years, spent four hours with 
him, then went to Cedar Rapids, Io., to see 
another relative. In consequence he lost the

fast train West, and did not reach Denver till 
Friday. He did not consider his visiting ex- 
traordinary at the time, but admitted that 
now it looks bad for him. The Doctor learned 
very little in Denver of what took place. Con- 
siderable information was volunteered, but 
he had forgotten it. He never imagined the 
magnitude of hisconnection withthe case 
until he read the local papers. He had 
promised Mrs. Conrad and Col. Winship that 
he would positively make nouse of certain 
information he had, but this was now impos- 
sible; he was forced to speak in order to 
protect himself. 

He then went on to say that Mrs. Barnaby’s 
will he had deposited with her other papers, 
and he knew not,whether he had been left 1 
cen t or $100,000 by it. Mrs. Barnaby told him 
that he had been remembered, but he asked 
no questions and never looked at the will. 
This will, together with many of Mrs. Bar- 
naby’s valuable papers and every dollar of 
her money, would be turned over in ten mfn- 
utes as soon as an administrator is ap- 
pointed. 

Asked as tohis'theory of the murder, the 
doctor gaid he believed the motive to be 
blackmall. He had reasons to believe Mrs. 
Barnaby has been repeatedly blackmailed by 
people who first compromised her and then 
forced money from her by threats of expos- 
ure, 

Mrs. Graves, the wifeof Dr. Graves, was 
in Boston Monday night, at the house of her 
brother, and returnedto Providence yester- 
day. Atelegram was sent from Chicago to 
Mrs. Graves, purporting to come from her 
husband, and asking her to join him in Wor- 
cester.

This is another 
mystery. Dr. Graves was very indignant 
over this. He has, however, secured an at- 
torney, Wm. Ballou, who was likewise Mrs.

The detectives are canvassing the friends 
in Boston with whom Mrs. Barnaby went to 
the Adirondacks and whowere represented 
by the murderer as ‘‘the friends in the 
woods’’ sending the poisoned flask.

MISS PHOEBE COUZINS 


Urged by Friends to Push Her Claims and 
Maintain Her Position. 

On1caco, Il., April 29.—Miss Phabe Couz- 
ins, through her attorney, Judge Waite, will 
to-day file an application for an injunction to 
restrain the National Commissioners and Ex- 
ecutive Committee from interfering with the 
former secretary in the future discharge of 
her duties. Yesterday Miss Phabe was to 
have met the Board of Control at la. 
m., but sent word that she would not 
come until ll a. m., and still later said she 
would not be there untillinthe afternoon. 
Judge White appeared in President Palm- 
er’sroom shortly before noonand gave no- 
tice of the fling of the application for an in- 
junction. 

The commissioners claim that the State 
Court has no jurisdiction over them, they 
being citizens of other States, and employed 
ina matter wherein the Government is act- 
ing as patron. They claim, therefore, that 
the injunction is worthless from a legal 
standpoint. Judge St. Clair and George 
V. Massey were appointed attorneys to act 
for the board in this case. 

Miss Couzins has received a great many let- 
ters and telegrams telling her to hold the 
fort at all odds. Among these, some are from 
lady State managers. There has been a well 
circulated rumor that the honesty of Miss 
Cougins would be assailed, but no one could 
be found who would say anything about it, 
except the lady concerned, who remarked: 

**Oh, yes, I understand that the women are 
trying tocharge me with the larceny of the 
pitiful sum of $42. Well, that only shows 
how they are working toruin me. I dishon- 
est! Well, that imputation would be hurled 
back in their teeth by every person who re- 
membered how I distributed an enormous 
trust fund here during the great fire. They 
would seek to smirch my character with the 
allegation that I stole $42—a small sum that 
went for postage, etc. Let them beware how 
they assail my character. I am a Southern 
woman.’’ 

Another conflict between the National Com- 
missioners and Board of Directors is ex- 
pected. The latter, being the local body, 
have the money, and will, doubtless, win the 
fight, despite the efforts to widen the pow- 
ers of the Director-General. The entire 
squabble is but a reopening of what was sup- 
posed to have been settled, just as school 
boys will decide that they will fight once 
more.

The Australian Feather-Weight Defeats 
Dan Mahoney of San Francisco. 


THE TWO THOUSAND GUINEAS WON BY 
LORD ARLINGTON’S COLT, COMMON. 


A Prize Fight in Indiana Breaks Up ing 
General Row—Riley Is Beaten by Ber- 
muda at Lexingtonand Ida Pickwick 
Captures the Two Thousand Stakes at 
Nashville. 


SAN Francisco, April 29.—The California 
Athletic Club gave its monthly entertainment 
last night when Abe Willis, the Australian 
featherweight pugilist, and Dan Mahoney of 
San Francisco met in an eight-round contest. 
Willis weighed 118 pounds and Mahoney 113. 
The latter was nearly knocked out in the 
third round, but managed to stay through 
eight rounds. Willis was awarded the con- 
test, as he had much the best of it through- 
out. 


Abe Willis isthe featherweight who came 
tothis country with Jim Hall, the middle- 
weight who is now matched to fight Bob 
Fitzsimmons and Billy Maber, the 
light-weight who is now matched to 
fight Billy Mahon, the light-weight 
champion of the Pacific Coast. Willis is said to 
have had over fifty fights in Australia without 
ever suffering defeat. *He really belongs to a 
special class of fighters, the 114-pound men, 
the same cilassin which George Dixon, Cal 
McCarthy and Nunc Wallace, the English- 
man, belong. Thisis an intermediate class, 
between the bantam-weights, of which 
Spider Kelly is the American champion, and 
the feather-weights proper, of which Young 
Griffo of Australia is champion, and Aus- 
tralian Billy Murphy, Ike Weir, Johnny Griffin 
and Tommy Warren are the shining lights. 
These latter fight at from 118 to 125 pounds, 
while the bantams fight at 105 pounds. Willis 
is matched to fight George Dixon in six 
months, but judging from the fact that Ma- 
honey, alocal manon the Pacific coast, was 
able to stand before him the full eight rounds 
the Australian is notapt to whip the Boston 
colored boy. Willis is said to be the undlis- 
puted champion of his special classin Aus- 
tralia and if Dixon whips him the young ne- 
gro will have fairly won the world’s cham- 
pionship, as he recently whipped Cal 
McCarthy, the American champion, and some 
time ago downed Nunc Wallace, the British 
champion. The latter only lasted two 
rounds. He was so badly punished by the 
Bostonian that he continually touled the 
latter to lose the fight in that man- 
ner instead of being knocked out. Wallace 
last night at Toulon fought and whipped 
Geerge Camp for the feather-weight cham- 
pionship of England, knocking out Camp in 
eighteen rounds. This shows that Wallace Is 
the undisputed champion of England, yet 
Dixon, McCarthy, Johnny Murphy anc other 


him. Abe Willisis said to have bested Ike 
Welr in a sparring contest in Australia while 
the latter was touring that country. 

BROKE UP IN A ROW.

As its name implies, the Two Thousand 
Guineas Stakes is a race to which 2,000 
guineas—a little over $10,000—is added. Itis 
run over what is known asthe Rowley mile, 
the course being a mile and seventeen yards. 
The Derby and S8t. Leger for colts and the 
Oaks for fillies are the classic 38-year-old 
events of the English turf. Aside from 
the Derby and St. Leger, the Two Thousand 
Guineas is considered the greatest of the 
British races for 3-year-old colts, and in con- 
nection with those events composes what is 
known as the ‘‘triple crown’’ of the English 
turf, and fora colt to win the triple crown is 
considered the acme ofturf honor. The Two 
Thousand Guineas is also considered a good 
criterian to guage the Derby by ,the One Thou- 
sand Guineas, for 3-year-old fillies, which is 
decided the Friday following the Wednes- 
day on which the Two Thousand Guineas is 
run, holding the same relative position to 
the Epsom Oaks, which is run two days after 
the Derby. The Two Thousand Guineas is 
also one of the oldest races on the British 
turf, having been in existence since the be- 
ginning of the century.
